Some Still Missing 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the aftermath of the battle to 
recover the merchant ship Mayaguez and its crew from 
Cambodia, Pentagon sources said Thursday indications are 
that eight Marines and six airmen may be missing. The 
Pentagon said it would account for the casualties today. It is 
known that one Marine was confirmed dead and an airman 
aboard a crashed helicopter was missing and believed dead. 
The brief military adventure in the Gulf of Thailand was 
generally hailed as a resounding political victory for the 
Ford administration. 
President Commended 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — The House of Representatives ap­ 
proved a resolution Thursday commending President Ford 
and the U.S. Marines and Navy for decisive action in 
rescuing 40 merchant seamen abducted by Cambodian 
troops. 
Rep. Tom Cartlidge, DHenrietta, introduced the resolution 
as a commendation of Ford, but House members delayed its 
passage temporarily until they could draft amendments 
commending the marines and navy involved in the rescue 
operation involving the crew of the merchant ship 
Mayaguez.

issue,” Clayton said after 
the bill was tentatively

Most of the money in the 
bill, $447.5 million, will go for 
higher teacher salaries.

maintenance and operation, 
raising funding to $1,000 per 
classroom teacher unit; 
-—$47 million in additional 
state aid for transportation; 
- $47 million in state funds 
for a new program to help 
educationally deprived stu­ 
dents; 
—$76

equalization funds to help 
resolve financial inequities 
between rich and poor school 
districts; 
—$7.4 million for bilingual 
education; 
— $8 4 
m illion 
for

Heartworm Warning Given 


Many dogs in the Plano 
area annually fall victim to 
canine heartworm disease, 
and if not 
detected 
and 
treated, the disease can lead 
to extensive organ dam age 
and death to dogs, warns the 
A m erican 
V e te rin a ry 
Medical 
Assn. 
and 
the 
A m erican 
H eartw o rm 
Society. 
The disease is caused by 
long white worms called 
Dirofilaria immitis. Canine 
heartw orm 
disease 
can 
reach advanced stages and 
even cause death 
before 
signs become apparent to 


the owner. 
In its early stages heart­ 
worm 
d isease 
can 
be 
detecter) using a blood test. 
Sometimes an infected dog 
will have adult worms but 
none 
of 
the 
tiny 
m icrofilariae in the blood. 
To confirm the infection in 
these cases, a veterinarian 
must use x-rays, repeated 
blood examination or other 
laboratory tests. 
Canine heartworm disease 
is transm itted by mosquitos. 
When biting an infected dog, 
a mosquito may take up 
blood containing im m ature 


stages of the heartworm. 
After a two-week incubation 
period in the mosquito, they 
develop into infective la r­ 
vae. 
If these larvae are tran­ 
sm itted by the mosquito to 
another dog, they m igrate 
through the body to the 
heart. Here they grow to 
adult size of from 6 to 14 
inches in length in about five 
to six months. 
Until recently, heartworm 
disease in North America 
occurred prim arily along the 
Eastern Seaboard and Gulf 
State regions. The American 


H eartw orm 
Society now 
re p o rts the disease has 
spread 
to 
alm ost 
all 
mosquito-infested areas of 
the United States. 


The disease is now found in 
every state east of the Rocky 
M ountains, 
and 
several 
cases have been diagnosed 
in the Pacific Coast region. 


Most affected dogs can be 
tre a te d successfully, the 
AVMA points out, if the 
disease is diagnosed in time. 
Drugs are available that will 
kill the adult worms.

Impatiens 
plants flower cheerfully all 
sum m er in shades of red, 
purple, orange, pink and 
white Given a shady spot 
where they’ll be out of the 
sum m er sun s burning rays, 
they’ll keep you in flowers 
from now through frost.

resulted in more vigorous 
flowing on more compact 
plants.

patience of the ripe fruit 
which explodes and expels 
seed when touched every so 
gently. 
Impatiens can be started 
either from seeds or cut­ 
tings, 
although 
many 
commercial growers report 
that seeds produce the most 
consistently 
dwarf plants 
For 
some 
unexplained 
reason, cutting-grown plants 
increase in vigor, resulting 
in taller plants and larger 
foliage. 
Seeds will be a bit more 
expensive than for many 
other bedding plants, due to 
the fact that they’re from 
c a r e f u l l y 
s u p e r v i s e d 
p o l l i n a t i o n 
a n d 
hybridization. They’ll need a 
loose, 
sterile 
germination 
m edium 
and 
plenty 
of 
warmth 
(never 
below 
70 
degrees). 
Seedlings will be ready for 
potting within a month and 
ready for planting outside 
several weeks later. Local 
nurseries have good supplies 
of impatiens now. if you’re 
interested in getting them 
planted right away. 
Since you’ll be growing

locations, you’ll want to pay 
p a rtic u la r 
attention 
to 
w atering 
and 
d rainage 
Being 
fairly 
succulent 
plants, im patiens will 
not 
compete with massive tree 
root system s, so you’ll need 
to water on a regular basis. 
On the other hand, be sure 
the planting 
area drains 
well. Like most other plants, 
im patiens w on’t to lerate 
a bog! Use plenty of com­ 
post, shredded bark, or peat 
in preparing the bed and 
fertilize monthly with 5-15-10 
or other sim ilar fertilizer. 
Hanging baskets are still 
another great spot for im ­ 
patiens.

“A terrace should be at 
least 8-10 feet wide and 
should continue the design of 
the adjoining structure,” 
says Welch.

i f you’ve got an empty 
spot in your garden and want 
flowers that will bloom 
throughout the summer, try 
Madagascar 
periwinkles.” 
That 
recom m endation 
comes from Everett Janne, 
landscape horticulturist for 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
Madagascar periwinkles, 
commonly 
called 
Vinca 
rosea at nurseries, begin 
flowering when only a few 
inches tall and continue to 
bloom until the first heavy 
frost, says the Texas A&M 
U n i v e r s i t y 
S y s t e m 
specialist. They thrive on hot 
weather 
Most 
v arieties 
of 
periwinkles are from 18 to 30 
inches tall, and the flowers 
are usually 
rose 
colored 
although they can be white, 
pink or lavender rose. 
“ Dwarf varieties make 
excellent flower and shrub 
borders,” says Janne “They 
can be from 8 to IO inches 
high and may spread out two 
feet. Some of the best 
varieties are Coquette, Little 
Pinkie and 
Bright-Eyes.” 
Trailing 
or 
spreading 
varieties such as Polka Dot 
and Rose Carpet are good as 


a ground cover or in hanging 
baskets or window boxes. 


“ Periw inkles 
can 
be 
planted in full sun or partial 
shade and will 
grow 
in 
almost any soil,” points out 
Janne. “They grow 
best, 
however, in soil with plenty 
of organic material.” 
T h e 
h o r t i c u l t u r i s t 
recom m ends applying a 
complete 
fertilizer 
before 
the flowers are planted and 
then reapplying every four 
weeks. 
“ If the leaves turn yellow, 
the soil may be too alkaline. 
So add iron chelates or iron 
sulfate,” advises Janne. 
Periwinkles are usually 
free of insect and disease 
problems and can add color 
to 
the

landscape 
during those hot summer 
days when other plants tend 
to suffer, 
adds the hor­ 
ticulturist.

They 
stick out from the wall at least an inch, I cannot get them 
straight on the wall and they look terrible. It is too costly to 
reframe them and I do hope to get some help nom 
someone.

DEAR ANDREA — I presume from your letter that 
these pictures do not have glass over them but am not sure 
whether they are printed on paper or have an oil finish on 
canvas. If yours are oils done on canvas that is fastened 
over wood stretchers new stretchers can be bought at an 
art store and the pictures remounted on them to be flat 
again. If they are printed on paper or a light cardboard put 
in the frames with glass and enough heavy backing to push 
and keep them flat against the glass. Most hardware stores 
sell a spray adhesive that could be used on a heavy backing. 
Smooth the picture carefully over that. — POLLY.

universities in the program 
to subm it to state audits 
before they could be eligible 
to receive the $25 million 
appropriated for the next 
two years for the program . 
H is 
a m e n d m e n t 
w as 
defeated. 
Schw artz has m aintained 
th e 
p ro g ra m 
is 
u n ­ 
constitutional and has op­ 
posed it since its inception in 
1971. It provides m oney to 
students who atten d private 
colleges and universities to 
offset the higher tuition costs 
of these schools. 
“When you boil it all down, 
th e 
T e x a s 
T uition 
Equalization P rogram is a 
church subsidy,” Schw artz 
said. 
“ If we didn’t have this 
program , the students would 
go 
to 
s ta te 
su p p o rted 
schools,” said Sen. G rant 
Jones, DAbilene. 
“ Senator, we didn’t have 
this program for IOO years 
and we did pretty good,” 
Schw artz replied. 
Sen Ja ck Ogg, D-Houston, 
tried and failed to am end the 
bill 
to raise 
the 
pay of 
D epartm ent of Public Safety 
patrolm en. Ogg said the DPS 
pay does not com pete with 
salaries offered by m any 
m etropolitan police d ep art­ 
m ents in Texas. 
Aiken led the opposition to 
O gg’s am endm ent. 
“ You’re giving this group 
a break you’re not giving to 
o th e r 
s ta te 
e m p lo y e s ,” 
Aiken said. 
T he 
S e n a te ’s 
a p ­ 
propriations bill is identical 
to the one recom m ended by 
the Senate Finance Com­ 
m ittee, of which Aiken is 
chairm an.
